Status of Finances. 


y Jan. 1 contracts will have 
been let for the proceeds of the 
$15,000,000 in bonds which have 
been sold. With the revenue now 
in sight we might possibly issue 
$2,000,000 in bonds during the lat- 
ter part of next year. I seriously 
doubt that and certainly sane busi- 
ness men would not go further un- 
less receipts in 1924 frottr the vari- 
ous sources of road revenue far ex- 
ceed\ our expectations. 

“Under the provision of the Cen- 
tennial Road Law compelling us 
to work in all the counties sim- 
ultaneously we have been able to 
build only a glorified patchwork. 

“We have built many miles of 
roads, a mile here, eight miles 
there, 15 miles somewhere else. We 
have constructed enough hard 
roads to reach across the _ State 
several times, yet Missouri has no 
road that goes anywhere either 
secondary or primary.

The new dollar bill bears a por- 
trait of George Washington on tha 
face, with a plain paneled back lib- 
erally marked with the denomina- 
tion of the bill. They are designed 
aléiig the lines of simplicity in or- 
der to prevent alteration by making 
any change easily recognizable, 
Government officials say. 

The old bills Wilf be returned to 
the National Treasury for destruc- 
tion as they are received by the 
banks in the ordinary course of 
business. As has been previously 


announced, no more two-dollar 
bills will be issued,

HAS AN ALIBI BUT 
LACKS A GOOD LAWYER 


Statement of Man Held With 
Woman for Murder of - 
East St. Louisan. 


“All I need is a good lawyer,” 


was -the nonchalant remark 
Samuel (Red) Harris, commenting 
in his cell on the Coroner’s verdict 
holding him for murder in the 
ease of John Baxter, who was shot 
East St. Louts 
Wednesday. 

“I’ve got an alibi that will knock 
the State’s case flat,’’ he added 
with a grin. “I was in bed asleep 
when Baxter was killed.’ 

But witnesses at the inquest told 
a different story. Harris and his 
companion, Mrs. Frances Kass- 
ling of ‘Walnut Park, St. Louis, 
were on a “drunken rampage” 
when Baxter was killed, the wit- 
nesses said. Mrs. Kassling told 
the police she was so 
did not know what happened. 

Results of Police Inquiry. 

As has been told, Baxter, a fore- 
man at the American Steel Foun- 
dry, was fatally wounded by &@ man 
who fired two shets at him as he 
was walking through a lot at 
Eighteenth street and Missouri 
avenue, on his way home from 
work. The police immediately or- 
dered the arrest of Harris on the 
information that he and Baxter 
had quarreled over a woman sey- 
eral weeks before. 

Three chauffeurs told of 
movements -of Harris and 


the 
Mrs. 
Baxter 
was shot. Harris also was identi- 
fied as having held up a-saloon on 
Missouri avenue, where he hai 
inquired for Baxter, about®20 min- 
utes before the shooting. They 
said he got $60 in the holdup and 
that Mrs. Kassling was with him. 
One of the chauffeurs, Roy Wil- 
liams of East St. Louis, who also 
is being held in connection with 
the murder, told the police that he 
hauled a man and woman to EFigh- 


teenth street and Missouri avenue) 


where the man got out and enter- 
ed alot. A moment later Williams 
heard a couple of shots and his fare 
ran back to the automobile covered 
him with a revolver and ordered 
him to drive to Tenth ahd Hebert 
streets, St. Louts, where Williams 
was put out of the car. He said 
that Harris and Mrs. vanes 
looked like the passengers but 
was not sure abot® their +

Testimony of Chauffeur. 

Another chauffeur told or waul- 
ing Harris and Mrs. Kassling from 
St. Louis to East St. Louts§ after 
Williams’ car had been abandoned 
near King's highway, Northwest, 

and Laura avenue. He said he 
teok them to a house near Collins- 
ville and Missouri avenues and 
that Mrs. Kasseling gave him a key 
and told him tae unlock the hack 
door. When he did that, he sald, 
Harris, who had entered the house 
through a front ‘door, pointed a 
revolver at him and told him to 
“beat it.” 

The third chauffeur took up the 
at this point. After the sec- 
ond chauffeur’s car had been aban- 
doned bv Harris and Mrs. Kassling 
in Granite Citv, he said, he was 
engaged to drive the couple to 
Walnut Park. When they 
Harris refused to pay 
of $6 and chased the third chauf- 
feur away The 
police were notified and Harris and 
Mrs. Kasslinge later were arrested 
at the home of her mother in Wal- 
nut Park.

RS. MINNIE MARKSBERRY believes 
Mi: husband, Thomas Marksberrr, Bap- 
tist preacher, serving a life term in the 
Kentucky penitentiary, is innocent, but for 
the sake of her children she has divorced 
him. 

When Marksberry was found guilty of 
murdering his friend, Jesse Glenn, in Bracken 
County, Ky.. and sent away to Frankfort 
prison, it did not enter his mind to ask his 
young wife to wait for him until—faint hope 
his innocence might be established or un- 
til] the prison walls, their duty done in tak- 
fing his life, gave back his body to her, and 
it did not enter the mind of his wife to of- 
fer such a promise. 

If he had asked her to walt for him, or 
his body. she would have said, simply 
enough: “I'll be waiting.” for she was the 
mother of his children and she expected to 
wait. But waiting is the usual thing for the 
women of the Kentucky bills when their hus- 
bands are taken away to Frankfort prison.

Theirs is the code of the sea—the code, 
more. particularly, of the American Navy. The 
picture roughly sketched is not fiction; it is 
a composite of some of the things that hap- 
pened when Destroyer Squadron No. 11 went 
on the rocks at Point Honda, Cal., on the 
night of Sept. 8, last, with a resultant loss 
of seven ships and 23 lives. 
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A Fine Record of Heroism 


To the credit of the Navy let it be said at 
this point that there has beem no effort to 
minimize the seriousness of the disaster, nor 
has there been any attempt at “buck pass- 
ing.” A naval court of inquiry sat at San 
‘Diego for 20 days and took exhaustive testi- 
mony. It found that the blame rested pri- 
marily on an error of Judgment by the squad- 
ron commander, Capt. Edward H. Watson, 
and ordered him and‘ certain other officers 
courtmartialed. Capt. Watson exemplified 
the best traditions of the Navy by saying 
he was “ready to take his medicine” for the 
zood of the service. 

“T don’t want ‘an acquittal,” he declared. 
“T believe that no man in charge of vessels 
of the Navy at sea should get away clear when 
seven have been wrecked and 23 lives lost.” 

That story has been told. This deals with 
happenings efter the grounding, as disclosed 
graphically in the more than 1000 pages of 
testimony taken by the court of inquiry. The 
pages are replete with instances of heroism. 

A good general idea of the disaster and 
the manner in which % was met can be gained 
from the testimony of Capt. Watson. One

“Cognizant of this fact and observing the 
standing of these ships, the squadron com- 
mander was of the opinion that the cata- 
strophe would cost the lives of between 200 
and 300 men. Owing to the fact that the 
ships were in close formation and to the 
configuration of the coast line and the out- 
lying rocks, a disaster of this magnitude 
seemed inevitable.

At «@ 
lonely wooded spot on the shore of 
a lake she stopped the car and 
gave them a bag of candy. There 
was a little scuffle for possession 
and then Laurence, the younger, 
announced that the candy waa bit- 
ter. Ralph, 16 years old, had al- 
ready swallowed the piece allotted 
to him. The other children, Del- 
bert, 12, and Mae, 8, were devour- 
ing their portions oblivious to the 
complaints of little Laurence. 

In that one frenzied moment the 
mother semed to realize the enor- 
mity of her deed. She seized the 
youngest child and, thrusting her 
fingers into his throat, forced the 
candy out. Then she tore from the 
others the remnants of their por- 
tions and, climbing from the car, 
ordered Ralph to drive the others 
home and calla doctor. 

Thought He Would Wreck Oar. 

“I thought the poison would 
overwhelm him before 
reach home and cause him to 
wreck the car and kill all) of 
them,” she said in her confession 
soon afterward. “This I hoped 
would cover up my guilt. How I 
wish the car had run over me and 
crushed my life out instead.” 

Fates ruled otherwise, however. 
Ralph was able to get the children 
safely home and summon a physi- 
clan before the poison took effect. 
Then he became viglently {1) and 
for several hours his life hung in 
the balance. Chemists. who anal- 
yzed some of the candy, sald it was 
laden with enough strychnine to 
kill 20 men and that Ralph was 
saved from death only by the fact 
that he had taken overdose. 
The other children also became {lI1, 
but received medical attention in 
time to save their lives. 

Mrs. Schaude. questioned by the 
Sheriff and District Attorney that 
night, told a strange story of a 
m¥sterious olf woman in a Ford 
car who haé stopped at the house 
selling candy and who had [{nquired 
if other children IlIived in the 
neighborhood.

Nobody else, thouch, had 
even seen the strange visitor.

“I did try to poison my chil- 
dren,” she said, “and I did noison 
‘my husband.” She then went into 
detail, telling how she had bought 
strychnine and charged the candy 
with the dose; how she had strug- 
‘gled for a last straw of romance 
‘and how-itt had led her to end her 
/ husband's life nearly two years be- 
fore, and she related the manner 
of his dying. 

“He was gasping,” she said, “and 
I couldn't stand it any longer. I 
ran out of the house and tried to 
call a doctor. Then I came back 
/and he was still gasping and moan- 
‘ing. I ran out again and when I 
returned he was dead.”

‘WHO IS ROBBING THE COAL 
CONSUMER? 
(From Labor, Organ of Rail 
Unions. ) 

The Minneapolis Journal has 

given its readers some filuminating 
figures bearing on the price of 
coal. 

According to the Journal, it costs 
' $2.20 to mine a ton of bituminous 
coul in the Hocking Valley in Ohio. 
When it is dumped into the con-,| 
| turer’s bin in Minneapolis he pays | 
$10.70 to the retailer, and the lat- 
ter says to him: 

“Those infernal coal miners are 
robbing us blind in order that they 
may ride in limousines and their 
wives may wear chinchilla coats.” | 

But here is the way the plunder 
is actually divided, if we may be- 
lieve the Journal: 

The mine owner collects 56 cents | 
profit at the mouth of the mine; 
'a railroad charges $1.53 for haul- | 
ing tbe coal 166 miles to Cleve- | 
| land: § cents represents the cost, 
| of dumping it into a lake steamer; | 
and the lake freight is 45 cents. | 
At Duluth a middleman pockets | 
$1.34 for handling it, and the rail-| 
road claims $1.82 for hauling it to | 
Minneapolis. | 

That makes the coal worth $8.07 | 
aboard thé cars at Minneapolis. As. 
the consumer is paying $10.70, | 
someone in Minneapolis is getting 
away with $2.63.

Already men were at the pumps, working as hard 
as ther could. But in an hour the water had risen 
six feet in the hold, and in another hour she was full 
to the decks.

She lay awash, kept afloat by her 
eargo of lumber. The waterlogged hull would not 
steer any longer, and now the Emery lurched around 
broadside to the charging mass of water.

(The Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine of last Sun- 
day contained an article by Sir Oliver Lodge, famous 
iinglish physicist, which is the clearest exposition yet 
published of the atom and its structure. The atom 
of each of the so-called “elements,” such as hydrogen 
or gold or chlorine, is known by careful experiments 
to contain a definite number of electrons and of pro- 
tons, ° - 

‘Every atom in the arrangement of its parts— 
electrons and protons—is like a tiny solar system, 
with a nuclens at the center arpund which one or 
more electrons, up to a possible number of 92. re- 
volve just as the earth, Saturn, Jupiter and Mars 
revolve about the sun. The distances between nu- 
cleus and planetary electrons are relatively as great, 
although electrons .and protons are the smallest 
known divisions of matter—inconceivably tiny par- 
ticles which are the building blocks of the physical 
universe,

Alexander Hamilton, first Secretary of the Treas- 
ury after the Federal Government was established 
in 1789. had as difficult and delicate a task as any 
member of Washingeton’s Cabinet.

For 
there were numerous cjaims against the new Gov- 
ernment which must bei dealt with promptiy. The 
only resources of young Secretary Hamilten, to 
whom apn able and honest Congress turned with 
amusing eagerness for reNef, were the empty treas- 
ury and the broken credit ef the old confederacy.

URIEL EL. 1OT'S friends and con- 
temporaries were in the habit of de 
scribing her as “the most brilliant 
girl in town’; she was “up on sim- 
ply everything.” they said, and it 
was customary to add the excilama- 
tion: “How on earth she finds 
the time!” 

And since Muriel aiso found time to be always 
charmingly dressed, in harmony with her notable 
comeliness, the marvel of so much uppess in her 
infant twenties may indeed need a little explaining. 


Her own conception was that she was a “serious” 
person and cared for “séridus reading”’—that is te 
pay. after she left college. she read, not what is 
acceptably called “literature,” but young journal- 
ists’ musings about what aspires to be called that:

“Whisky Rebellion”

The steady demand meant @ sure source 
of money. And virtually every farmer 
grew crops which might be employed in 
making whisky. Stills are said to have 
Seen almost as numerous as farmers. 

So, when other industries were not 
subjected to similar taxes, the excise on 
whisky seemed discriminatory and 
tyrennical. 

The center of resistance to the fed- 
eral vhisky tax cemprised the four 
counties of Washington, Allegheny, 
Fayette and Westmoreland, in Pennsyl- 
vania. The largest town was Pittsburg, 
where there was a garrison of only 42 
officers and men at Fort Fayette. Al- 
though able to hold the fort, with its 
cannon and defensive works, this small 
force could not cope with a meb. 

Physical resistance to the collection 
of the tax started early. Contemporary 
accounts have little good to say about 
the revenue officers sent to Western 
Pennsylvania. Some are described ax 
‘men of broken fortune,” and som? 
were former keepers of public houses, 
not above seeking and accepting a bribe. 
Says one account: > 

“The domiciliary visits, the arbitrary 
seizures and other despotic acts, ren- 
dered them practically odious.” 

The feeling of the people toward the 
revenue agents shines forth in resolu- 
tions which were adopted at a meeting 
in Washington, Pa., 1791, and reaf- 
firmed at another meeting in Pittsburg 
a year later. The document was de- 
nounced by Hamilton as treason. The 
clerk of the meeting was Albert Galla- 
tin, later U.-.S. Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania, still later Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and prominent in the diplomatic 
service. 

In justice to Gallatin it must be said 
that, while he opposed the excise, he d'd 
not favor the resolutions. Like many 
another intelligent and locally promi- 
nent citizen of Western Pennsylvania, 
far removed from the national capital at 
New York and even from the State cap- 
ital, he seems to have joined with the 
more violent faction in order that he 
might help to moderate their course. 
The resolutions declare: 

“Whereas, Some men may be found 
among us so far lost to every sense of 
virtue and feeling of the distress of this 
country as to accept offices for the col- 
lection of duty; 

“Resolved, therefore, That in the fu- 
ture we will consider such persons un- 
worthy of our friendship, have no inter- 
course or dealings. with.them, withhold 
all the comforts of life which depend 
upon those duties which as men and 
fellow citizens we owe to each other, 
and upon. all occasions treat them with 


that contempt that they deserve.” 


lication of these letters, added to che re- 
sentment already felt against the army 
officers who helped Neville in his 
escape, aroused the frenzy of the farm- 
er-distillers against Pittsburg. 

The chief of the leaders in the rebel- 
lion was one David Bradford, a lawyer 
and politician who understood well how 
to appeal to a mob. What began as a 
political movement had reached the 
point of open insurrection, since Brad- 
ford and the others -were by now so 
deeply involved in forcible opposition to 
Federal laws that they could not have 
withdrawn even if they wished. 

Bradford: and his associates issued a 
call to the militia leaders of the four 
counties to assemble with their men 
and four days’ rations at Braddock’s 
Field, a muster ground a few miles from 
Pittsburg, on July 27. The communica- 
tion said that “‘they might have oppor- 
tunity to exercise their military tal- 
ents.”’ 

While consternation reigned in Pitts- 
burg, the upholders of the excise and 
the writers of the stolen letters flee- 
ing, between 6000 and 7000 men as- 
sembled upon the old battlefield. Most- 
ly they wore buckskin shirts and, for 
headgear, knotted handkerchiefs. Dav- 
id Bradford is described as having pre- 
sented a magnificent sight. His uni- 
form was that of a Majer-General, to 
which he had added waving plumes, and 
he was mounted on a superb horse. 

While the leaders debated, the others 
scattered for target practice, and all day 
long there was the rattle of musketry 
along the river bank. 

Seme leaders wanted to attack Fort 
Fayette, but they had no artillery and 
it appeared likely that the 42 officers 
and soldiers would give a good account 
of themselves. Counselors of discretion 
finally won the day. The proposal was 
adopted that ‘we will just march 
through (Pittsburg) and making a turn 
come out on the Monongahela bank, and 
taking a little whisky with the inhabi- 
tants of the town, the troops will. em- 
bark and cross the river.” 

So no biood flowed that day, only 
the contents of four barreis of fine, old 
whisky, which a citizen of Pittsburg 
brought up from his cellar and cheer- 
fully donated in the cause of peace. 

Meanwhile. the administration had 
not been inattentive to what was going 
on in Western Pennsylvania. Neither 
President Washington nor Secretary 
Hamilton ever considered yielding, but 
civil war was a most unpleasant possi- 

lity. Despite Washington’s inborn 
hatred for riot and disorder anywhere, 
and his angry comments on the news 
from Pennsylvania, his course was pa- 
tient and forbearing. 


Quite in line with such sentiments, ate in September, 1792, Washington 


life was made as uncomfortable as pos- 
sible for the revenue agents. Some re- 
ceived applications of tar and feathers, 
others fled precipitately from such a 
hostile community. Handbills and in- 
dividual communications carried threats 
to Government agents and to farmer- 
distillers who paid the tax. Masked 
gangs of “Whisky Boys” carried out 
these threats. 

The greatest difficulty in enforcing 
the excise law lay in the fact that the 
nearest Federal court for the trial of 
offenders was in Philadelphia, which 
meant that prisoners and witnesses must 
be brought long distances. In the early 
summer of 1794, U. S. Marshals went 
to Pittsburg with 50 warrants-and after 
exchanging shots for a few minutes, fled 
back East. 

Another incident was the appoint- 
ment of Gen. Neville, a Pittsburg resi- 
dent and member of the State Legisla- 
ture, as Federal Collector. Unques- 
tionably he was of a higher type thah 
some of his predecessors, but on July 
16, 1794, an armed mob attacked his 
home. Gen. Neville knew how to de- 
fend himself and the mob retreated, 
leaving one dead and six wounded. Soon 
afterward the mob returned, in greater 
numbers, and Neville fled. The mem- 
bers of the mob were dispersed by offi- 
cers from Fort Fayette. 

Then a band of armed men held up 
the’U. S. mail between Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia and found letters written 
by Pittsburg residents; who, while feign- 
ing to support the resisters of the ex- 
cise, were by letter urging members of 
the Federal Government to relieve thém

Law reigned once more, and the 
hated excise on whisky was paid with- 
out further disorders. 

Of the brave, self-willed, hot-keaded 
and turbulent people in the western 
counties of Pennsylvania, Henry Cabot 
Lodge in his life of Washington says: 

“They merely made a mistake about 
the man at the ~hegd of the Government; 
nothing more than that. Such mistakes 
have been made before. The Paris 
mob, for example, made a similar biun- 
der on the thirteenth Vendemiaire, when 
Benaparte settled matters by the famous 
whiff of grapeshot.”
